TO ALL PARTIES AND COUNSEL IN THE ABOVE ENTITLED MATTER:

On June 3, 2005, Respondent Judith Anne Finch (“Respondent”) filed a Motion to Waive
Further Classes as required under the terms of her probation as ordered by the Supreme Court in case
No. S121784. In her motion to this Court, Respondent seeks an order of this Court relieving her of
the obligation to attend State Bar Ethics School. Respondent states, among other things, that she
is unable to leave her house for the amount of time necessary to attend Ethics School.

On June 9, 2005, the Office of Probation of the State Bar of California (“State Bar”) filed
a statement opposing the motion to waive further classes. However, the State Bar did not oppose
an extension of time or modification of probation to allow Respondent to complete six hours of
CLE ethics courses in lieu of State Bar Ethics School.
